 Defense’s Lawyers Battle Hard. 

The defense, chiefly through the éfforts of 
Joyce, has opened a hard fight to block the 
inquiry. Charges were made frequently dur- 
ing the afternoon, especially when Tracy 
proved such an unwilling witness that he 
contradicted himself again and again, that 
certain high officials had intimidated wit- 
nesses by holding before them the possibili- 
ties of a criminal prosecution later. — 

It was Joyce’s attorney, A. D. Gash, who 
“was chiefly responsible for the decision to 
try each of the three defendants separately. 
Joyce’s case was opened atonce. Asa result 
of three trials, much of the ground will have 
to be gone over again and again, and Tracy 
and Cramer will refuse to answer questions 
in the trial of either of the other two on the 
ground that they may incriminate them- 
| selves. ‘This is what Tracy did yesterday. 


Barnes There; Results 

When the trial begun, at 2 o’clock, the 
Council chamber was well filled.

A clergyman of Hartford; Conn., tells the 
Boston Congregationalist of the encourag- 
ing success that has attended the installa- 
tion of fifteen-ball pool tables in the rooms 
of the Young Men’s Christian association in 
Hartford. Four tables were placed in the 
aasociation’s rooms last February, and all 
members over 16 years of age were alowed 
to play between 3 and 10 o'clock in the 
evening. Bach player was to pay one cent 
a game, so as to remove all temptation for 
gambling. The only rules limiting the con- 
duct of the players were that there should be 
no smoking, no unseemly language, and no 
ungentlemanly conduct, a pet hats must 

During the first five months about 400 
young men availed themselves of the priv- 
ileges of the tables, the number of games 
running from 250 to 3800 a day until the 
warm weather came on. WNine-tenths of 
those who frequented the rooms are said to: 
have learned the game under more or less 
demoralizing influences. They were order- 
ly, and many of them have joined the asso- 
Giation. So marked has been the snccess of 
the experiment that fifteen out of seventeen 
preachers in Hartford give the new policy 
their unqualified approval. Similar results 
are said to have followed the installing of 
pool tables in the association’s rooms at St. 
Paul, Minn. 

The results in those cities are such as to 
suggest that the Young Men’s Christian as- 
sociation managers in Chicago and other 
Western cities might do well to add pool 
tables to the attractions in their rooms. 
The game in itself is as harmless as croquet 
or bowling. The objection that it is played 
in saloons has a reverse side, as the Hart- 
ford experiment shows. Evidently many 
young men who like the game for its socia- 
ble element and for its tests of skill would 
no longer seek it in questionable places if 
they could play it in the cleaner atmosphere

during the year ending on June 30, 1901, 
the total number of marriages in the State 
was 24,007, and the total number of di- 
vorces granted was 3,009, or about 13 per | 
cent. Undoubtedly some of these divorces 
should have been granted, but it is extreme- 
ly doubtful whether such a large percentage 
of marriages as this should have been an- 
nulled.' Other statistics are also of interest. 
The divorces granted to wives were 1,967, 
to husbands 659, and this is about the pro- 
portions in other States. It does not follow, 
from this that women are more prone ‘to 
rush into the divorce courts than men. The |’ 
causes explain the numerical difference. Of 
the total (1,967) divorces granted to wives 
792 were for abandonment by husbands 
and 901 for cruel treatment by them. These | 
are sufficient causes and explain the ap- 
parently large proportion of wives seeking 

The State Statistician aleo finds that no 
relation exists between the social condi- 
tion of the people and the large number 
of divorces granted each year. His report 
states that in the older counties, where the 
‘social conditions are on a higher plane, the 
ratioof divorces to marriage licenses is about 
12 per cent, which is pretty near the average 
in other counties. Social conditions, there- 
fore,,it may be assumed, have nothing to do 
with the number of divorces. It is mainly 
a question of domestic conditions and human 
mature, as influenced by hasty and ill-con- 
sidered marriages. 

_ As for the remedy, the Indiana statistician 
- is not far out of the way when he recom- 
mends “throwing about the marriage con- 
tract such restrictions as will make it more 
difficult for people to rush into matrimony 
recklessly.”

CAINE’S “THE ETERNAL CITY,” 
ONE OFTHE YEAR'S FEATURE BOOKS. 


T has been the fashion of certain French 
artists during the last decade to give to 
Didlical subjects a modern setting—to 
represent Mary Magdalene in the splen- 
dor of a modern ball dress, haggard-eyed, 

arrogant in sin, conquering of aspect, sur- 

rounded by a nineteenth century company; 
or Christ hurling anathemas upon the cities 
of the time, amid the reek of whose ——e 


mankin 
groans and toils, despairing and full of hate. 


| These curious artistic experiments have al- 


ways touched the popular fancy. The bring- 

ing of ancient tales into touch with the pres- 

ent day has given a feeling of reality to 

them; and all the world is eager te justify 
ite belief with something that will help to a 

confident sense of reality in the foundations 

of ite faith. | 

Hall Caine, in The Eternal City,’ has 
built upon a story more ancient than that 
of Christ or of Magdalene, for he has taken 
the old symbolic tale of Samson and Delilah 
and has offered an argument for the latter 
with much psychological adroitness. He 
has exculpated her from the charge of de- 
Mberate treachery. She is presented in the 
guise of a modern woman, impetuous, 
passionate, generous, ring. who be- 
trays by force of —eircumstance and 
because of 


who 
is in no sense cold-blooded or deliberate. 
Samson appears as David Rossi, a common 
man, the friend of common,men, endeavor- 
ing to liberate the people from the chains of 
a corrupt government, a venal church, and 
oppressive plutocrats. The scene of action 
is Rome—“ The Eternal City’’—the city 
which Mr. Caine says he believes will yet 
be the place of the conclusive struggie be- 
tween the greed of the rich and the liberty 
of the common man, though his reasons for 
wo supposing appear to be purely poetical. 
In some of its features the plot reminds the 
reader of “La Tosca,” and many of the 
developments are no less savage than the 
incidents of that terrible and unforgettable 


| story. The book is a long one, numbering 


688 pages, and the heroine must be followed 
through almost endless vicissitudes. She 
leadg, indeed, a most critical existence. 
Church and state appear to depend upon her. 
With the best intentions in the world she is 
faise, now to one lover and now to another, 
and she dies at last in prison—and Samson's 
strength shows signs of returning to him. 
It ia a book which the commonalty will im- 
agine to be intellectual: The patient and 
highly instructive pictures of Rome will be 
prised, and few will realize what an English

He marries an English woman, 
lives in the district of Soho, and indulges in 
one particular benevolence, that of teaching 
letters and goodness to the little Italian 
slaves who with monkeys or squirrels play 
their concertinas or. music boxes about the 
London. streets, bringing their earnings to 
their masters. One of these, David Leone, 
nearly perishes in the snow upon the streets 
and is taken by Dr. Roselli to his own home. 
The pitifulmess and charm of the child 
ompts the a6ttor to keep him and to care 
ae him side by side with his own little 


daughter Roma. Years after, Dr. Roselli 


is deco to Rome through a treacherous 
letter eich asks him to lead a rising of 
the people; he is arrested as a rator 
against the King and sent to the Island of 
Elba, where he dies. The man who plans 
this deceit is the President of the Council and 
the Minister of the Interior, Baron Bonellt. 
Meanwhile, David Leone, having shared in 
the views and hopes of his foster father, 
also suffers condemnation at the hands of 
the Italian Parliament, and the sentence of 
death is passed against him. Some time 
after this there appears {n Rome a brilliant 
young Liberal named David Rossi, whose 
propaganda for representative government 
is so eloquent that the people recognize him 
as a leader, and he is made a deputy to the 
Council. On the occasion of the celebration 
of the birth of the twentieth century, when 
the streets are crowded with the people 
watching the procession emerge from 8t. 
Peter's, the Honorable Rossi makes a speech 
to the people in which he passionately ar- 
raigns the people in the service of the King 
who have placed a tax upon the flour and 
other of the people, and he men- 
tions with scathing condemnation the 
“ Pompadour " eat whose bidding the Minis- 
ter moves, and who,.with her carri and 
peerless horses, her livery of scarlet and 
gold, her jewels and palace, flaunts shame- 
lessiy there before the hu people. The 
woman who is thus condemned hears the 
words from her balcony: She is Roma 
Volonna, the lady. most favored hy the Min- 
ister. In Mr. Caine’s symbolie sense she is 
aleo Delilah. Baron Bonelli suggests imme- 
diate revenge by causing the trial of the 
deputy upon a trumped-up charge, but Roma 
rays that he may be left to her dealings. 
She intends to. wrest the secret of his life 
from him, make him the victim of her beauty 
an@ charm, and overthrow him at the mo- 
ment of his victory.

. That night, however, the people show their 
excitement at the unjust manner in which 
their representatives were denied the pres- 
entation of their case, and the Baron, seiz- 
ing the first opportunity, orders the military 
to fire upon the crowd, with the result that 
a little child closely associated with David 
Rossi's life is killed. Then David feels he 
has been too forbearing. He takes a weapon 
in his hand and goes In search of the Baron 
with the intention of killing him. He ends 
up, however, at Roma’s house, where she 
sits confounded by the knowledge that the 
clews she gave the Baron have been insidi- 
ously followed and that the net is closing 
about Rossi; and that he will soon be identi- 
fied as David Leone, the man against whom 
sentence of death has already been passed. 
In the hour that Rossi and Roma spend to- 
gether they decide to marry, and a religious 
marriage is performed by Roma's priest— 
a marriage which, lacking civil contract, 
was of course not legal in the full sense of 
the word. Rossi files the city in disguise 


and Roma’ stays to assist his friends, to. 


keep him in knowledge of all that goes on in 
the city, and also to check, if she can, the 
search for him. 

The Baron renews his attempt to bind her 
to himself. A demented wife, whose exist- 
ence has kept the Baron from offering mar- 
riage to Roma—though he has long since 
laid the most strenuous of natural claims 
upon her—dies, and the Baron beseeches 
Roma to marry him. She declares herself 
the wife of Rossi, points to the poverty she 
has voluntarily encountered to prove it true, 
declares her love for him, and while the 
Baron is taunting her with the fact that it 
was she who revealed the true name of her 
husband, David returns. He accuses Rome 
of having betrayed him, she attempts to ¢x- 
plain; he asks her if she has been a true 
woman and she cannot answer. The Baron 
answers for her by telling the truth, and 
David kills the Baron. 

The Baron dies in Roma's arms, rejoicing 
in that happiness, and David flies to the 
Vatican, demanding sanctuary—a privilege 
not asked before for a hundred years. The 
Pope causes him to be admitted, and in the 
course of their residence under the same 

roof learns that this is his own son, whose 
mother drowned herself in the Tiber and 
whom he, the Pope, had searched for una- 
vailingly for years, going even to England in 
his search. Roma confesses to the murder 
of the Baron, is tried and found guilty, and 
sentenced to be executed. David, learning 
of this too late, acknowledges the truth of 
her devotion, whatever her sins, and makes 
& public admission of his guilt before the 
Council. The opposition prove themselves 
generous and refuse to prosecute. Roma dies 
of a fearful malady in the prison, from which 
she is too ill to be removed, though libera- 
tion has been granted her. David and she 
enjoy perfect happiness together in spite of 
all sorrows, and the people come to look 
upon both of them as martyrs. 


This bald outline of the story conveys, of 
course, no idea of the impassioned enthusi- 
asm of Rossi nor of the vigor of his mani- 
festoes and speeches, his published creed and 
articles, all of which were founded upon the 
words of Christ and which represent what 
may be termed, for lack of a better word, 
Christian socialism. He was, of course, 
termed an Anarchist and a revolutionist, an 
assassin and a traitor, but this was what 
the charter he wrote for the people was 
meant to imply: 

**It implies that there is a God who rules 
the world in justice. 

“That natural law is unceasingly bring- 
ing order out of chaos, harmony out of dis- 
cord, unity out of division, and peace out 
of strife. | 

‘That everything that has befallen the 
world has been made to contribute to its ulti- 
mate good. 

“That in due course, under the operation 
of natural law, many of the remaining evils 
will be wiped out. 

“That national barriers will be broken 
down. 

“That war will become impracticable. _ 

“That individual ownership of the soil of 
the earth will become impossible. | 

“That individual control of capital will 
become unprofitable. 

““That arrogated authority will end. 

“ That Kings will cease to exist. . 

“That men will live like brothers without 
distinction of race or nationality. 

“ That all men will have daily bread. . 

“And that this will come to pass in the 
near or distant future in obedience to nat- 
‘ural law because it is God's will, God’s jus- 
God is good; because God is 

It cannot ‘be urged that Mr. Caine has 
shown a fine qualitly of art in presenting 
this complicated story. Nor has it seemed 
exactly courteous to involve in this tale the 

-aged Pope—particularly in relation to a bas- 
tard son and a wife who threw herself into 
the Tiber—though Caine may urge that the 


Pope of his story is a creature of fiction. 


However, there is only one Pope who had the 
privilege of transition from the nineteenth 
to the twentieth century, and however im- 
personally the author may think of the being 
who assumes that important réle in the 
story, the public is sure to regard the crea- 
tion as the present ruler of the Vatican.

Constans therefor went fo Constantinople 
as “‘ persona gratissima "’ to the Sultan, with 
whom he has always been on the most 
friendly and intimate terms, until the Padisha 
broke faith with him the other day about 
the Constantinople quays. Indeed, runtil 
three weeks ago there was no foreign Am- 
-bassador who had such a hold on the friend- 
ship of the Sultan, or who was able to.get 
more out of him for his countrymen, They 
have quarreled now, however, and Constans 
not only threatens the Sultan with war but 
likewise charges him with base ingratitude 
and with mendacity. 


Constans is a forceful man of strong char- 
acter, whose principal service to France was 
his ridding the country of General Boulanger 
by a remarkably clever trick. He knew that 
the General. in spite of his dash and swagger, 
was an arrant coward, and on the strength 
of this knowledge signed an order for his 
arrest and imprisonment, which he left lying 
on his desk as if by inadvertence during a 
.momentary absence from his room one day 
when a politician, whom he knew to be on 
terms of friendship with Boulanger, was 
ealling upon him. As he expected, the deputy 
took advantage of being left alone in the 
toom to glance at the papers on the desk, 
saw the warrant which had been placed 
there for no other purpose, and immediately 
on leaving the Department of the Interior 
rushed off post haste to warn Boulanger. 
The latter, frightened out of his wits and 
deaf to the entreaties and protests of his more 


} courageous followers, fied that same evening 


across the border in disguise, thus ridding 
France once and for all time of his presence 
and at the same time destroying his chances 
as a dictator by depriving himself of his 
reputation for pluck. 


Constans is a rather violent man, and it 
was likewise when he was Minister of the 
Interior that hé rendered himself guilty of 
striking in Parliament the face of a fellow- 
Deputy, M. Laur, who had called him a 
swindler. Curiously enough two days previ- 
ous to this encounter the Prefect or Governor 
of the Department of Aude had rendered 
himself guilty of a similar act of violence. 
For having been grossly insulted during a 
session of the Provincial Diet, or Council 
General, by one of ita members, who had 
apostrophized him as a scoundrel, he re- 
taliated by seizing the Councilor General by 
the throat and striking him a blow in the 
face. Great excitement was created thereby 
and a complaint immediately addressed to 
the Minister of the Interior at Paris. 

As soon as M. Constans received the dils- 
patch he at once wired to the Prefect: “I 

ve heard of your violence, come imme- 

lately to see me." The Prefect took one 
of the next trains and reached Paris at 7 
in the evening. As he entered the office of 
the Minister the latter happened to arrive 
from the Chamber of Deputies, where his 
encounter with M. Laur had just taken place. 
The Prefect, altogether ignorant of the scene 
that had just occurred in the Legislature, 
commenced: “‘I am here, Monsieur le Min- 
ister, to present my excuses.”

Cattle—An early estimate of 24,000 head was 
about 2.000 head too high, and morning trade 
had rather sluggish current. Later a scarci- 
ty of strictly good fat native cattle became 
evident, and such as were at hand went 
readily at firm prices, as compared with late 
sales last week, some buyers considering val- 
ues 10c higher. A few loads of extra smooth 
Angus steers sold at $6.10@6.25, and a big 
string of 1,436-lb steers at $6.00, but not 
many higher than $5.85, the bulk of the good 
to choice beef steers selling at $5.25@5.75, the 
plain to good steers at $4.00@5.00; and inferior 
light steers around $3.65.
